FURTHER RISE EXPECTED 


Cold Weather and Absence of Ad­ 
ditional Rain Acts as Temporary 
Check to Flood Waters 


MORE RAIN IS POSSIBLE 


White River in Indianapolis Reaches 
Highest Point in II Years—Now 
Above Flood Stage 


Indianapolis, March ~ *21—<U.R)— 
Serious Hood damage was threatened 
in many sections of Indiana 
today 
as streams, swollen by heavy 
rains 
of the past four days, 
continued 
their rapid rise. 
( old weather today with the ab­ 
sence of additional rain cheeked the 
rise of the rivers and ereeks some­ 
what but unsettled weather 
with 
possibility of rain is predicted 
for 
tonight or Tuesday. 
Hundreds of 
families have 
al­ 
ready been forced to tlee from 
their 
home in Indianapolis, Muncie, M ar­ 
ion, and other cities, while in 
low­ 
lands along streams in rural 
dis­ 
tricts families went scurrying 
to 
safety on higher ground. 
Property damage will total many 
thousands o£ dollars, it was 
esti­ 
mated today, although approximate­ 
ly estimates of th«» damage are not 
yet available. 
Interurban and bus service 
was 
crippled or suspended in some plac­ 
es today, while a number of 
state 
highways were menaced by the ris­ 
ing waters. 
White 
River 
in 
Indianapolis 
reached the highest point in eleven 
years today when it passed the 18.5 
foot stage, half a foot 
above 
the 
flo o d stage. 
Many residents 
near the 
river 
had moved out at noon today 
and 
scores of other families wore 
get­ 
ting their- belongings ready for 
a 
hasty exodus. 
The river was reported 
breaking 
through the central avenue levee and 
it was feared the central 
avenue 
bridge across Fall Creek, 
already 
condemned and closed to 
traffic, 
would collapse at any time. 
Police squads were held in readi­ 
ness for rescue work i f ’a dangerous 
situation* arose and 
the 
districts 
near the river were being constantly 
patrolled. 
Bus service to the town of Liber­ 
ty Beach, rtear Indianapolis, 
was 
suspended, while the cottages at the 
Ravenswood summer resort north of 
the city were reported under water.

PRINCIPALS VOTE NOT 


TO ISSUESCHOOL PAPER 


Decide That Consolidated Newspa­ 
per Would Be Too Expensive, At 
Institute Saturday 


COUNTY TRACK MEET APRIL 9 


The principals of Hie schools 
of 
Rush county voted against the plan 
of issuing a county newspaper 
in 
the interests 
of the 
schools 
next 
year, when the principals gathered 
at tin* institute session Saturday. 


It had been planned to publish 
a 
consolidated newspaper each 
week 
with every school in the county tak- 
ing part, and which would do away 
with the smaller editions published 
by some of the schools. 
It was de­ 
ckled by the principals that the plan 
of combining the proposition into 
a 
county newspaper, would prove too 
costly, and the matter 
was 
voted 
down. 
The principals also discussed the 
plans for holding the annual 
field 
day and track meet for all county 
schools. The date was decided upon 
for April 9, and plans now are 
to 
hold the meet 
on 
the 
old 
fair 
grounds, east of Rushville, 
if the 
county commissioners will give 
the 
school officials permission 
to use 
the premises. 


Flatroek 
river 
streams were on a 
following continued 
rains for sev­ 
eral days, hut fears of a repetition 
of the 1913 flood lessened with 
the 
coming of colder weather. The rain 
stopped early today, but 
Flatroek 
continued to rise, being fed 
by 
swollen tributaries above. 
The lowlands in the vicinity 
of 
Rushville were all covered with wa­ 
ter. Both south and east of tlie city 
the bottom land was one \i«st 
ex­ 
panse of water, in some fields 
the 
flood waters being deep enough 
to 
submerge fences entirely. 
Due to the water rising 
above 
the point where the citjT sewer emp­ 
ties into Flatroek, 
basements 
of 
business houses and .many residenc­ 
es in the lower part of the city were 
filled with water. A number of stores 
depending on 
furnaces 
in 
their 
basements were without heat today, j 
due to water backing,up in the cel­ 
lars. 
The Hood was a long way 
from 
being as serious as the 1913 flood, 
when water stood in the streets 
as 
far north as Third, but some 
fear 
of a repetition of the flood was felt 
as long as rain continued to 
fall 
Sunday nighft. 
Although Flatroek was expected 
to rise gradually during the day, the 
danger was believed to have passed 
with the drop in temperature 
and 
the cessation of rain. 
Residents of South Pearl street, 
'who watched the Mood water grad­ 
ually creep up towards their homes 
all day Sunday, said this 
morning 
that tlie water stopped rising 
this 
morning at three o’clock and 
was 
holding at about the same point up 
until noon today. 
Using signs as a gauge, observers 
in South Main street said that 
the 
water had been rising all 
morning. 
They noted where the water touched 
certain letters of signs 
partially 
sugmerged and by this means 
de­ 
termined that the water was rising. 
/ 
There appeared to be no 
danger 
of the water rising high enough 
to 
run across the state road south 
of 
the city, although water 
covering 
pasture land on the 
John 
Boyd 
farm, east of the road, was within 
a few feet on the surface of

“ The Blood of Jesus and The Eas­ 
ter Message” was the subject 
of 
the sermon at the First Presbyterian 
ehiuvh Sunday morning by the Rev. 
Gibson Wilson in his series of pre- 
Easter sermons. His text was 
from 
Hob. 9:2., “ Without the 
shedding 
of blood there is no remission.” His 
message in part was as follows: 


“ I he teaching with regard to the 
blood of Jesus in one of the most ini 
portant doctrines in the Bible, being 
mentioned no less than 427 times. 
It is the blood that carries the life 
and when blood 
was 
offered 
for 
cleansing and pardon, life was of­ 
fered. 
“ But there is a value which 
at­ 
taches to the blood of Jesus which 
is found in no 
other 
life 
blood. 
Great as our immortal Lincoln was 
no one thinks of his blood as hav­ 
ing value for others 
before 
God. 
God s law has been broken and res­ 
titution must be made or justice is 
forever gone. Jesus comes 
to make 
the restitution and satisfy 
the de­ 
mands of justice. The arrangement 
is acceptable* , 
God and 
meivv 
abounds rather than justice. 
“ There was no sin in 
the 
blood 
which Jesus offered to satisfy divine 
justice. For that reason he can ap­ 
pear before God with his offering, 
bearing our griefs, carrying our sor­ 
rows, stricken, * smitten, 
afflicted, 
wounded, bruised for the iniquities 
of those who like sheep have 
gone 
astray.

noon, spending the evening with Mrs. 
A. L. Stewart, county probation of­ 
ficer. Mrs. Boys arranged

“ When the child 
lacks 
home 
care,” said Mrs. Boys,” or when the 
home has failed to teach the 
child 
wholesome ideals the court assumes 
the responsibility of acting as 
a 
parent for that child. But the judge 
can not do this work in j>erson. 
He 
appoints the probation 
officer 
to 
attend to its details. 
“ The probation officer 
inquires 
into all the conditions which have 
made, the child such as it is. 
lie 
looks into its heredity, its 
home 
atmosphere, its habits. its records 
at school or at work, irs reputation 
in 
the neighborhood, its associates 
and how the child spends its 
time.

A two story dwelling house

The fire was too far gone for any­ 
one to enter. A call 
for assistance 
was answered by the Rushville fire­ 
men, but by 
the time they arrived 
several outbuildings had burned, in­ 
cluding a garage. 
The loss could not lie 
determined 
today. The estate of Mr. Miller car­ 
ried insurance on the dwelling it was 
understood, but Mr. Pate’s loss will 
be total, as his policy lapsed 
the 
week before. 
Unless lightning caused 
the 
fire, the blaze 
might 
have 
been 
caused from some kind of a

bustion, as it was understood 
that 
no fire was left burning when

Gray was arrested 
by Syracuse

and held pending arrival of the New 
York officers.

Mrs. Snyder’s statement read as 
follow s: 


“ My husband, 9-year-old daugh­ 
ter, 
Lorraine, and 1 returned from 
a card party at 2:15 a. m., yester­ 
day. We found Gray in the house. 


“ My husband weilt 
to his room 
and to bed 
immediately. 
Lorraine 
retired, and Gray and

asleep Gray 
went to bis room and 
pounded him on

law visited the police authorities at 
East Orange and said tndrely:

ported roads flooded in several parts 
of the state and one bridge washed 
out on state road 15. 


Serious damage occurred from the
